Common Sense Shows 
Whether Tobacco Is 


Harraful in Every Case 


HE evils of the use of tobacco 
have been argued pro and 
con for many generations. Some 
jusist that its use is all harmful 
and others that there is no harm 
; in it. Prob- 
ably both are 
right and 
both are 
wrong.

HERE are undoubtedly injur- 
ious effects in using tobacco, 
particularly when one smokes a 
short-stemmed pipe or a tightly 
wrapped cigar, or inhales the 
smoke of a Cigaret. The mod- 
erate uSe of tobacco probably 
aces not do the average individ- 
ual any appreciable harm, but 
excess has the same harmful 
effect as in eating or in doing 
any of our daily tasks to excess.

E HEAR a great deal about 
“tobacco heart.” I admit 
that I examine hearts that are 
injured by the use of tobacco, 
hut the so-called “tobacco heart” 
is just about as common in those 
who have never used the weed 
as in those who have. 
: * a ” 
E ALL know how sick per- 
sons become with their first 
smoke or chew. The small 
amount of nicotine they get 
makes them sick and it is only 
after continued use that they 
c@ase to feel the effects. Any 
ofie who uses tobacco will tell 
you that when he smokes or 
chews too much under certain 
conditions, it makes him sick. 
But many people get sick when 
they eat their first banana or 
their first olive, and so with 
other articles of food. Such peo- 
ple will get sick when they eat 
too much of these foods later, yet 
we do not advocate the avoid- 
ance of bananas and olives.

*XCESS of tobacco does make 
an acid stomach and possi- 
bly -does ‘cause many cases of 
gastritis. It also causes nervous 
manifestations in certain indi- 
viduals which may be quite se- 
vere. The action of nicotine may 
cause some rise in blood pres- 
sure. Each individual must be 
gaverned by the effect it has on 
him. It is just as logical to tell 
every person who suffers from 
an acid stomach, or has palpi- 
tation of the heart, or gets ner- 
vous and fidgety, or has head- 
eches, to stop all eating or to 
have all his teeth pulled, as it is 
to tell him to stop all.use of to- 
bacco, without first ascertaining 
whether the teeth or tfe food or 
the tobacco are to blame.

FTER a person has become 

accustomed to the use of 
tobacco, it may be more harm- 
fy] to him to stop than to con- 
tinue its use. We must try to 
use good, common horse sense 
hére just as in any other condi- 
tion.

NEW DEVICES 
MAKE IT EASY 
TO DRESS HAIR 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 

OR those of you who must 

depend on your ingenuity to 
keep your hair well-coiffed, here 
are a few hints. Even though 
the “depression” didn’t make it 


necessary for 
you to give 
Usp. “¥. ow rT 
weekly visit 
to your hair 
dresser, it is 
agood idea 
to know the 
tricks that 
will prevent 
that day-be- 
fore - the- 
h a irdresser 
appearance. 

The long 
bobs are 
most difficult 
tokeepas 
trim and lovely as they should 
be between the weekly shampoo- 
ing and finger waving, unless, of 
course, you have a good self- 
setting permanent that takes 
care of all the little ends. The 
little hairs around the nape of 
the neck are especially annoying 
in their resistance to curls of 
any kind. You can always turn 
them up with a curling iron, of 
course, but it is not always cOn- 
venient or wise to do so, because 
repeated applications of a hot 
iron cause splitting, discolora- 
tion and broken ends. 

The short bob is easier to care 
fc. since only the hairs over the 
ears need to be, trained into 
waves and ringtets. Whatever the 
length of the hair, however, you 
can always keep it neat appear- 
ing and lovely with some of the 
new curling devices on the mar- 
ket. 


If your hair is medium length 
and you wear rows of soft curls 
or ringlets across the back and 
sides of the head, you will be de- 
lighted with the miniature curl- 
ing irons, used cold. You close 
the irons over the ends of the 
hair to be curled. Then roll the 
hair and fasten in place with a 
little clamp device that closes 
over the end of the curler. 

Dampen your hair before 
winding for any kind of curl, 
and then allow it to dry thor- 
oughly before unwinding. Comb 
each strand over a finger to loos- 
en the curl and give it a natural 
appearance after unwinding. If 
the hairs over the ears are too 
short for the type of curlers just 
described, you might like some 
of the little metal clips. Press in 
the waves and make the little 
ringlets or flat curls where you 
want them, then place the clips 
over them and allow to dry. 
Bobby pins are also helpful for 
this purpose if your hair is not 
too thick. 

You can maxe your curls last 
longer if you brush them at 
night and rearrange them care- 
fully, then slip on a light net cap 
to hold them in place until 
morning. 


The short, neatly shaped bob 
is really little trouble at all once 
the waves are trained into place. 
Just keep them there by clipping 
in place or wearing a cap at 
night, or when you go swim- 
ming. The shoulder length bob 
should have a permament wave 
if the ends are to hold their 
curl for any length of time. If 
you don’t have a permanent, you 
may have to recur! the ends ev- 
ery three or four days — but 
there’s a way, as there is with 
all the things we have to do. 

Take a pile of paper napkins, 
then comb and moisten your 
hair. the napkins into triangles 
and take the hair a strand at a 
time and place on the folded side 
of the napkin. Now roll both the 
napkin and the hair and tie the 
ends of the napkin in place. 
When the hair has dried, unroll 
all of the curls and comb each 
strand carefully around your fin- 
ger. You will have a head of 
soft, natural looking curls that 
cannot be obtained in any other 
way. 

If you must curl the short bob 
you can use the old-fashioned 
kid curlers. Wrap the hair care- 
fully so there is no kink in the 
ends, dry thoroughly and then 
comb out around the finger. Be 
persistent in training your hair 
to wave or curl for you. With the 
right care: hair can be made to 
retain its wave much longer and 
the ends can be kept in neatly 
groomed ringlets between visits 
to the beauty shop.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


RELISHES HELP 
SIMPLE MENUS 


By JUDITH WILSON 
ICKLES and relishes, sweet 
and sour, when attractively 

arranged, have the power of 
adding unexpected flavor to old 
dishes and of making. old menus 
seem new. The cheaper cuts of 
meat assume a new importance 
when served with a crisp, spicy 
relish or a dish of watermelon 
pickles, pickled figs or spiced 
fruits. If the rest of your menu 
includes several vegetables, then 
let your relish dish take the 
place of a separate salad from 
time to time. 

Preserves and pickles are not 
hard to make as so many home- 
makers believe. And now is the 
time to make them. Fruits are 
at their luscious best and have 
never been cheaper than they 
are. right now. You will have 
better luck canning small quan- 
tities if you are a beginner. You 
need not invest in new equip- 
ment. You can use your largest 
stew pan while you are preparing 
the rest of your dinner. You can 
be sure of little or no spoilage, 
because the heavy syrups and 
spices reduce this risk. 

Use the small half-pint jars 
‘with tight fitting tops. The small 
jars hold just enough for one 
meal without any being left to 
set back in the icebox until some 
other day. Put some of the pre- 
serves and spiced fruits into or- 
ramental jars and pots that you 
can use for gifts later in the sea- 
son. If the top of the jar fits 
loosely. use a little melted paraf- 
fine for sealing. Remember to 
have the jars hot when the 
fruits are put into them. 


Pickled Peaches 


Pickled peaches make _ espe- 
cially nice accompaniments for 
roast or fricasseed chicken. Dip 
twelve perfect peaches. into 
scalding water for a minute and 
then remove the skins Boil to- 
gether four cups of brown sugar, 
one pint of vinegar and one 
ounce of stick cinnamon. Stick 
each peach with cloves, drop into 
the syrup and cook until tender. 
Pack into clean hot jars and fill 
with hot syrup. Seal immediately. 


Ginger Pears 


For an accompaniment to cold 
meats, for a salad or even:a des- 
sert, ginger pears stand ready to 
fill the need — and graciously. 
Wash, peel and cut twelve pears 
into small pieces. Mix eight cups 
of granulated sugar, the juice of 
four lemons, the grated rind of 
two lemons, two ounces of 
chopped preserved ginger and 
four cups of water.

You and Your Child 


‘NAUGHTY’ CHILD 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
BABY dropped his rattle and 


mother stooped to pick it 
up; whereupon he promptly 
dropped it again, and again 


mother restored it to him. This 


time she Was 
annoyed and 
spoke sharp- 
lv, but even 
as she spoke, 
crash went 
the rattle to 
the floor. 

Mother did 
not stop to 
think that 
perhaps the 
youngster 
did not un- 
derstand 
what she 
wanted. 
rather she was annoyed by his 
stubbornness and in slapping his 
hands she was giving vent angri- 
ly to a desire fo contro) his ac- 
tions. Then ensued a_ scene 
wherein the baby howled from 
shock as well as ourt feelings 
und mother in a burst of tender- 
ress cradled him in her arms to 
quiet him. 

What Is Naughtiness? 


This mother would not have 
lost patience with her baby if 
she had not thought him 
naughty. She still believes he 
was naughty, her one regret be- 
ing that she lost her patience. 
But one hinges upon the other— 
naughtiness always arouses an- 
noyance, and vice versa. 

“Don't,” or “You must stop,” 
uttered with the intention to re- 
strain a child really says to him, 
“I won’t have it.” In short, to 
inconvenience a parent is to be 
naughty. It is a language which 
a child does not understand. 

The position of a parent in 
rearing a child can be likened to 
that of a creator. He needs to 
have vision, if he is to do a good 
job. Otherwise the child turns 
cut to be a copy instead of an 
original personality, a copy that 
is of himself and of his own 
weaknesses. 


Logical Course 


A wise mother looks for good 
impulses in her child. Thus if 
baby drops his rattle again and 
again she does not regard it as 
an impulse to be naughty, but 
rather as a willingness to play. 
Repetition is an element which 
occurs in all child’s piay, and 
everything a child does is done 
in play. He is at the learning 
stage. A sound, a word, an ac- 
tion, each must be repeated over 
and over again until he knows 
it well. 

The wise mother, therefore, 
when not in the mood to play, 
would not punish her child for 
wanting to play, but would show 
him instead how to play by him- 
self, fastening the rattle to a 
string and showing him how to 
Pull it up and get it back. Or if 
she did not have the time for 
this, she could pretend not to 
see the rattle on the floor and 
not to hear his calls. Left to 
himself, he soon will turn his at- 
tention elsewhere.

The First Colored Prima 
Donna .. . Romantic 
Travels of Napoleon’s 


Sword 


ATHERINE YARBOROUGH, 
probably the first American 
Negro prima donna, recently ap- 
peared with a New York City 
operatic company as L’Africain 
in Aida. On the program her 
name read Caterina Jarboro, but 
Jarboro or Yarborough, this 
Wilmington, North Carolina, 
Negress, just turned thirty years 
of age, caused her colored 
brothers and sisters from Harlem 
tc cheer her triumph und theirs. 
Most of us have heard of 
Josephine. Baker, the Negress 
vho gained fame in America and 
France as a dancer. In 1921, 
while Miss Baker was starring in 
a New York play, Catherine Yar- 
borough, then an obscure young 
colored girl fresh from the South, 
vas in the chorus of the musical 
piece. She was so poor that she 
used to save carfare by walking 


flom the theater in midtown 
New York to her dingy $3.50 
room, more than one hundred 


blocks, five miles north in Hap- 
lem, where New York's colored 
quarter js situated. 

As a little girl in the South 
Miss Yarborough Jearned to sing 
Gregorian chants and so got a 
position in a Catholic church. 
When her parents died she came 
North to live with relatives. She 
continued her church — singing 
until she was lured to Broadway 
by the Negro musical shows 
which were being staged in the 
early 1920's. As a chorus girl she 
noted that her dancing - mates 
paid fifty cents for manicures. 
She learned manicuring and 
charged them one dbdllar for the 
fervice. With the money 
saved she bought a two family 
house in New Jersey. 

When the show closed she 
went to Europe and in France 
hired a tutor to teach her 
the language. When her funas 
ran low she arranged to have her 
New Jersey house sold and then 
went to Italy to cultivate her 
voice. She worked hard for four 
years and finally made her debut 
as Aida in Milan. Then she be- 
gan a tour of principal European 
cities, appearing in leading opera 
houses. After seven years she re- 
turned to America, and now is 
acclaimed by both white and 
black music lovers. 

* *. * 
FORGOTTEN sword belong- 
ing to Napoleon was recenily 

discovered in the Musee de 
VArmee in Paris, 

It appears that Napoleon’s 
carriage remained for some time 
at the farm of Caillou on the eve 
of the Battle of Waterloo. The 
postilion Horn, whos was in 
charge of the Emperor's double- 
seated carriage, saw that -the 
Prussians were on the point of 
cutting off the road just in front 
of them. So he loosed the horses 
immediately while the footman, 
Archambault, rushed to rescue 
the money sack, portfolio and 
other important items he could 
carry out of the carriage. Except 
for a minor detail, the sword 
which was left in the carriage 
was exactly like the one worn 
during the battle by the Em- 
peror. On one side of the blade 
was inscribed: “The sword which 
the Emperor carried to the 
Battle of Austerlitz.” 

This sword was one of several 
that Napoleon used. It bore the 
number 3. The carriage in which 
it was found was for several 
years in the Tussaud Museum in 
London. It disappeared during a 
fire which gutted the building, 
but was found later. 

When Napoleon left his car- 
riage, the head of the Prussian 
troops, General Geisnau, under 
Blucher’s command, declared 
that all that was found in the 
village belonged to the soldiers 
and so Napoleon’s sword fell inte 
the hands of q Prussian infan- 
tryman of the 15th Regiment. 
George de Rage, who during the 
Battle of Waterloo was under the 
command of General York, 
bought the sword from the in- 
fantryman. For several genera- 
tions it was handed down in his 
family and for some years was 
exhibited at Zenghaus. At the 
time of the signing of the Treaty 
of Versailles, the sword mysteri- 
cusly vanished. Just recently it 
reappeared and was purchased 
and placed in the Musee de 
l’Armee. :
